As a matter of fact, the early days of Ada wete full of 
stirring interest. 
How the pioneers built a town in the face 
of what appeared to be formidable obstacles is an achieve­ 
ment-of which they may well be proud. 
As time passes the 
recital of those events will 4>e of even more interest than 
they are today. 
Ada was built by pluck and determination 
and it is indeed fitting that the old timers should come to­ 
gether and take steps to preserve the history they had a hand 
in making.
